Yesterday politi¬ 
cal party leaders and their 
supporters displayed their 
colors and officially declared 
their candidates at the Nikky 
Beach auditorium on the 
eastern end of L.G. Smith 
Boulevard m Granjestad. Of 


the original thirteen regis¬ 
tered political parties an 
Aruba, only six submitted 
their lists, officially declar¬ 
ing anywhere from ei ght to 
a limit of twenty-mne can¬ 
didates running for office 
under their banners.

The afternoon submis¬ 
sions began with parliamen¬ 
tarian and a former leading 
member of the "yellow" 
party, MEP, C and alarm 
(Boo sin) Wever and his 
newly founded group, Union 
Patnotica Pragresista (United 
Progressive Party), or UPP 
They have adopted the aqua 
blue of the Aruban flag as 
their rallying color UPP sub¬ 
mitted eight candidates for 
the coming elections Ininie- 


rulin g p arty Anih a ans e 
Volks Partij (AVP) dressed 
in green, presenting their 
lists of 29 candidates each 
Aruba's Prime Minister,. 
Mike Email, of AVP with 
his wife Do in a at his side, 
handed his list over to offi¬ 
cials. They arrived at the 
Nikky Beach auditorium with 


a huge following of support¬ 
ers and great fanfare. 

Despite the high spirits

The government has 1 an¬ 
nounced that for school year 
2013-2014 they will agam 
offer extra financial support 
to families receiving "bijs- 
tand" (welfare) and have chil¬ 
dren m school 

Tins support is to help 
with the expenses of clothing, 
shoes, articles for school, etc. 

Tins support is valid for 
students in kindergarten, as 
well as those attending other 
schools during regular school 
hours during the day. 

Obviously, there are cer¬ 
tain conditions to obtaining 
the support Only families al¬ 
ready receiving "b ij stand" 
and with child(ren) living at 
home with the parent(s) will 
receive Afls. 120 for each 
child attending school, up to 
a maximum of Afls 500 per 
family. 

Hie government will also 
pay a portion of the parental 


fee that schools 
charge, up to a 
maximum of 
Afls 130 per per¬ 
son. 

These extra 
payments will be 
made in the 
month of Septem¬ 
ber together with 
the regular 'Bijs- 
tand" payment. 
Payment of the 
school fees will be 
made directly to 
the school. If the 
school fee is more 
than Afls. 120, the 
parent will be re¬ 
sponsible for pay¬ 
ing the difference.

The Blue Marlin, White 
Marlin, Spear fish. Sail fish. 
Swordfish and Tarpon are 
fish protected by interna¬ 
tional laws and must be re¬ 
turned safely to the ocean if 
captured These fishes are 
being protected worldwide 
against b e c o min g exti net. 
The "catch and release” law 
for these fishes are also appli¬ 
cable to our territorial waters 

In Aruba the Conch, Sea 


Star, Coral and Turtle are also 
part of the group of protected 
fish which are punishable by 
law if destroyed in any fash¬ 
ion. 


Protection for fish like the 
Cataholi, Chupachupa, Wlnte 
Klein fish. Blue Klemfish, 
Trumpet fisli. Marbled 
Grouper, Nassau Grouper, 
Chubbyu, Jackknife fish and 
die Spotter Drum are in discus¬ 
sion at the moment. The dis¬ 
cussion is how these fish are 
being affected by local fishing 
as well as haw to protect tiiese 
fish to ensure their survival for 
generations to come. 

Santa Rosa has always 
been a fore slander for the 
rights of the local fisherman 
and will analyze profoundly 
die application of any law be¬ 
fore this becomes effective 
Tne meeting and analysis of 
different stakeholders on the 
level of Fisher/ and man time 
is of importance for Aruba in

conie necessary to implement 
structural systems for this 
growth to continue and de¬ 
velop and protect it as an es¬ 
sential part of our economy, 
alimentation and culture of 
our island.

With the peak of the 20L3 
hum cane season approaching 
in the Atlantic Basin, the Na¬ 
tional Oceanic and Atmos- 
phen: Administration has 
reaffirmed its June forecast 
for a stormy summer. 

Four named tropical storms 
have formed in the Atlantic 
Basin — winch includes the 
Atlantic Ocean, Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico, and Caribbean Sea — 


since the 2013 hurricane sea¬ 
son began June 1. None of 
those storms have strength¬ 
ened mto hurricanes lire 
NGAA forecast update, re¬ 
leased Thursday, says an addi¬ 
tional nine to 15 named storms 
could form before the season 
ends November 30. 

NOAAs updated forecast 
also predicted that six to nine 
hurricanes with winds of at 


least 74 mph could form. And 
three to five of those hurri¬ 
canes could develop into 
major hurricanes with winds 
exceeding 110 mph. 

In a prepared statement, 
Gerry Bell, NQAA's lead sea¬ 
sonal hurricane forecaster„ 
said NOAAbased its forecast 
on the fact that conditions are 
very favorable for storm for- 
m ati o n in th e All anti c. Th o s e 


conditions include above-av¬ 
erage water temperatures and 
a stronger rainy season in 
West Africa, which produces 
wind patterns that help turn 
storm systems into tropical 
storms and hum canes. 

Hum canes draw their 
p awer from warm a c ean water. 

September ID is consid¬ 
ered die p eak of the hurricane 
season for the Atlantic.

Obama asked Congress to 
work with the White House 
to reform one of the most 
controversial aspects of the 
Patriot Act winch was passed 
after the September 11, 2001 
attacks, that allows the gov¬ 
ernment to collect records of 
telephone calls 

Obama insisted that the 
program, known as Section 
215, was "an important tool 
in our effort to disrupt terror¬ 
ist plots" but called for "addi¬ 
tional safeguards" to address 
public concerns, including 
bringing more oversight and 
transp arency 

The Justice Department, 
in a declassified paper that 
1 Bid out its legal justification 
for the efforts, said that the 
program collects data about 
telephone calls -- including 
time, numbers and duration - 
- but does not record the con¬ 
versations themselves. 

Up to 22 officials at the 
National S e cun ty A gen cy are 
m charge of authorizing the 
data if an individual is sus¬ 
pected of "terrorist" ties, the 
statement said 

- COURT REFORM 

Obama called far Con¬ 
gress to reform the Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance 
Court, a secret tribunal that 


approves government re¬ 
quests for surveillance behind 
closed doors. 

Obama called for the 
court, which now only re¬ 
ceives the government's re¬ 
quests without a rebuttal, to 
start hearing opposing argu¬ 
ments as is customary in vir¬ 
tually all the US judicial 
system 

-TRANSPARENCY 

Along with declassifying 
the Justice Department legal 
statement, Obama said that 
the National Security Agency 
would put in place a "civil 
liberties and privacy officer" 
in charge of releasing more 
information. 

Obama said that the US 
intelligence system would 
also set up a website to pro¬ 
mote transp arency about its 
work 

- OUTSIDE BOARD 

Obama said he was form¬ 
ing a group of outside experts 
to review US surveillance to 
study "how we can maintain 
the trust of the people" and to 
look at the effects on foreign 
policy 

Obama said the board 
would produce an interim re¬ 
port in 60 days and issue final 
findings by the end of the 
year. 


Apple win block* some Samsung Imports 
in US patent caso 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The US International Trade Com¬ 
mission on Friday blocked imports of some Samsung elec¬ 
tronic devices fallowing complaints by Apple that the South 
Korean company had violated its patents. 

The ruling by tbs Washington-based US trade body was the 
latest in a long-running global legal battle over alleged patent 
infringement b etween the two smartphone and tablet gi ants. 

The ITC ruled that Samsung had infringed two Apple 
patents -- numbers 949 and 5D1 — but cleared the South Ko¬ 
rean company of charges that it had violated four more 

The import block is sub] ect to a review by the White House 
and less than a week ago the Obama administration overturned 
an ITC ruling in a patent suit brought by Samsung that would 
have banned the sale of certain iPads and iPhones in the United 
States.

'We are seeing the re-growth 
of the (affected) bananas in 
those areas... It is providing 
the perfect environment for 
Black Sigatoka."The govern¬ 
ment is ploughing £5Q0,0GQ 
of EU aid into tackling the 
problem, he adds. 

Black Sigatoka arrived in 
the Caribbean in 1991 and 
has since spread, reportedly 
reducing the value of exp orts 
from St Vincent and the 
Grenadines by 90%. The ba¬ 
nana industry is the biggest 
sector of the agricultural 
economy in a nation plagued 
by high unemployment.

British teens arrive

Two charged in Canada over rape, 
cyber-bullying case 



LONDON (AFP) - Two 
British teenage girls arrived 
home on Friday badly burned 
after add was hurled in their 
faces in Zanzrb er. while the is¬ 
land's authorities offered a re¬ 
ward for the capture of their 
attackers. 

Katie Gee and Kirstie Trup, 
both 13, were flown to a Royal 
Air Force base in London and 
were taken straight to a hospi¬ 
tal for further treatment, ac¬ 
cording, to media reports. 

Hie teenagers, both Lon¬ 
doners who had been working 
as volunteer teachers in Zanz¬ 
ibar, were attacked on Wednes¬ 
day by Ewo men on a 
motorbike, in the first such at¬ 
tack on foreigners an the In¬ 
dian Ocean island. 

Tele 1 /! si on pictures showed 
Ewo ambulances driving to 
meet a private jet at the RAF 
N ortho It base in west London. 

The girls, close friends who 
were due to start university in 
die coming months, are be¬ 
lieved to have been taken 
straight to the specialist bums 


unit of a London hospital 
Katie's father Jeremy Gee 
described the bums as "horren¬ 
dous". 

Marc Trup, Kirstie's father, 
said the girls were "incon¬ 
solable 1 ' 

Zanzibar 's Tourism Minister 
Said All Mbarouk offered are- 
ward of IQ million Tanzanian 
shillings ($6,200, 4,600 euros) 
for information leading to die 
airs st of the suspects, describ¬ 
ing the attack as "a shame on 
the people of Zanzibar" 
Tourism is the lifeblood of 
the semi-autonomous Tanzan¬ 
ian island, which is famed for 
its pristine white-sand beaches 
Tanzanian President Jakaya

HERS virus host: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Researchers 
on Friday pointed to the Ara¬ 
bian camel as a possible host 
of tlis deadly human MERS 
vims plaguing the Middle 
East. 

The exact origins of the 
virus ts a riddle scientists halve 
been working hard to solve in 
a bid to halt its spread, espe¬ 
cially m the lead-up to the an¬ 
nual haij pilgrimage to Saudi 
Arabia in October 

Now an international team 
says blood tests were positive 
for antibodies in camels from 
Oman, meaning they had at 
some point been infected with 
Middle East Respiratory Syn¬ 
drome Coronavirus (MERS- 
CoV), or a closely-related 
virus. 

The findings suggest that 
Arabian or dromedary camels 
"may be one reservoir of the 


virus that is causing MERS in 
humans, u said a statement that 
accompanied the study pub¬ 
lished m The Lancet Infectious 
Diseases journal 

MERS has killed 46 of the 
94 people confirmed infected 
since September last year, ac¬ 
cording to the World Health 
Organisation 

Concerns about the virus, 
for which there is no vaccine, 
have led Saudi Arabia to re¬ 
strict visas for the 2013 hajj, 
which sees millions of Mus¬ 
lims flock to the holy sites of 
Mecca and Medina every year. 

Scientists had long sus¬ 
pected that like its cousm virus 
BARS, which killed hundreds 
o f p e cple m Asi a 10 y ears ago, 
MERS may originate in hats.

MANILA (AFP) -A huge oil 
spill shut down parts of 
the Philippine capital's 
vital fishing industry Fri¬ 
day, jeopardising the 
livelihoods of tens of 
thousands of people liv¬ 
ing along Manila Bay's 
diesel-coated coast. 

Dead fish floated on the 
water and some residents 
fell ill from tire fumes, as 
authorities said an esti¬ 
mated 500,000 litres of oil 
cast a slick across 20-kiio- 
metres of the coastline. 

A sis Perez, head of the 
government's fisheries 
and aquatic resources bu¬ 
reau, also told AFP the oil 
spill was impacting a vital 
section of the region's 
fishing industry.

Scientists are work¬ 
ing to find out if an 
infectious pathogen may 
be to blame since several 
of the dolphins appeared 
to have lesions in their 
lungs. An "unusual mor¬ 
tality event" has been declared due to the "unexpected and significant die-off" that 
has spanned the coasts of New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland and Virginia 
since early July, said the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Adm inistration's Fisheries 
unit. Eighty-nine were found in July and another 35 have washed up so far this month, 
a NOAA spokeswoman told AFP on Friday A NOAA statement released Thursday said 
"preliminary testing of tissues from one dolphin indicates possible morbillivirus in¬ 
fection, although it is too early to say whether or not morbillivirus may be causing this 
event." Morbillivirus is similar to a marine mammal form of distemper, which in dogs 
attacks the central nervous system and causes breathing problems, vomiting, diar¬ 
rhea, brain swelling and often death. Most of the dolphins were already dead when 
they were found, scientists said. A small number have been stranded alive, only to die 
shortiy after.

ZURICH (AFF) - A Swiss lux¬ 
ury boutique denied any 
wrongdoing Friday after US 
chat show queen Oprah Win¬ 
frey claimed she had been the 
subject of racism when a shop 
assistant allegedly refused to 
show her an expensive hand¬ 
bag. 

Oprah's widely publicised 
claim comes amid a row over 
racism in Switzerland, where a 
move to ban asylum seekers 
from some public facilities in¬ 
cluding swimming pools and 
gyms has sparked a storm of 
protest 

Winfrey, one of the richest 
women m the world, said she 
had been in Zurich for US 
singer Tina Turner's wedding 
m inly and had spotted a 
swanky crocodile handbag 
while out shopping 

"I'm in a stare, a narae- 
hrand store I'm by myself, ab - 
salutely nobody else with me. 
And 1 say to the woman, 'I 
■would like Id see that bag on 
the shelf,* Winfrey told fellow 
US talk show host Larry King 
an Internet channel ora tv. 

"And she says, 'No, that 
one's too expensive. Ill show 
you tins one', 1 ' said Winfrey. 

She did not directly de¬ 
scribe the incident as racist, 
hut recounted it after telling 
King of a "racist moment" m 
New York years ago when she 
and her hairdresser were re¬ 
fused entry to a luxury store 
which had been robbed previ¬ 
ously by two black people. 

On its Twitter feed, 
Switzerland Tourism apolo¬ 
gised and said the saleswoman 
had b ehaved inappropriately. 

Tmdie Goetz, head of the 
Swiss luxury chain Trots 
Famines, denied her sales¬ 
woman had ever sought to 
stop Winfrey buying the bag. 

"Everyone wants to sell a 
crocodile bag," Goetz told 
AFP 

“It's a misunderstanding,” 
she said, adding that the sales¬ 
woman always put the cus¬ 
tomer first and tried to be "too 
kind*. 


" She expl am ed how b eauti- 
fill the bag was, then she said, 
'Honestly tins bag costs 35,000 
Swiss francs, but I can show 
you other versions in ostrich, 
m pure leather and in velour',” 
Goetz said. 

In dollars, the bag is worth 
$33,000 — small change for 
Winfrey, whose wealth is esti¬ 
mated at $3.3 billion by 
Forbes magazine 

Winfrey joked that she had 
been tempted to buy up the en¬ 
tire store, recalling a scene in 
the movie "Pretty Woman"' 
where Julia Roberts' prostitute 
character has the last laugh in 
a snobbish shop. 

"I wanted to create a Pretty 
Woman moment and come 
back and buy everything and 
say,'Big mistake!' But then 1 
tliought she'd get a commis¬ 
sion, so let's not do that," she 
told King 

The controversy is likely to 
further inflame a row over die 
treatment of asylum seekers in 
Switzerland

w r as forced to deny they would 
be banned from certain public 
spaces after one local authority 
controversially agreed to bar 
than. 

Switzerland takes in more 
asylum seekers than any other 
European country as a propor¬ 
tion of total population -- four 
or five times more than 
France, Italy or Germany.

Giant Maya Carvings Found in 

Guatemala 



The enormous frieze—which 
measures 3 6 feet by nearly 7 
feet (3 meters by 3 meters)— 
depicts human figures in a 
mythological setting, suggest¬ 
ing these may be deified 
rulers It was discovered in 
July m the buried foundations 
of a rectangular pyramid in 
Holmul. 

Maya archaeologist Fran¬ 
cisco Estrada-Belli and his 
team were excavating a tunnel 
left op en by lo oters when they 
happened upon the frieze 
"Tire looters had come clo se to 
it, but they hadn't seen it," 
Estrada-Belli said. 

According to Estrada-Belli, 
the frieze is one of the best 
preserved examples of its 
kind "It's 95 percent pre¬ 
served. There's Duly one cor¬ 
ner that's not well preserved 
because it r s too dose to the 
surface, but the rest of it isnt 
missing any parts," said 
Estrada-Belli, who is affiliated 
with Tulane University, 
Boston University, and the 


American Museum of Natural 
Histoiy and who is also a Na¬ 
tional Geo grapliic Exp 1 orer 
His excavations at Holmul 
were supported by the Nation¬ 
al Geo graphic Society/Watt 
Grants Program 

Maya archaeologist Mar¬ 
cello Canute agreed, calling 
the frieze 1 amazingly and 
beautifully preserved" 

"We often dream of finding 
things tins well preserved, and 
Francisco did it/ said Canute, 
who is the director of the Mid¬ 
dle American Research Insti¬ 
tute at Tulane University m 
New Orleans; he was not in¬ 
volved m the proj ect 

For example, despite bang 
mostly faded away now, traces 
of red, blue, green, and yellow r 
paint are still visible on the 
frieze 

"It gives you an idea of how 
intricate' and ornate these sites 
that we are excavating must 
have been during their 
apogee," Canute said "These 
sites must have been a feast for 


the eyes when they were in¬ 
habited.* 

David Stuart, a Maya hiero¬ 
glyph expert at the University 
of Texas at Austin, pointed out 
that archaeologists think most 
large Maya temples were 
probably decorated with simi¬ 
lar sorts of designs 

This photo mosaic of the re¬ 
cently unearthed Maya frieze 
i n the cit ) 7 of.Holm a il was' dig - 
tall\' stitched together fom 
hundreds of high-resolution 
photos by team member 
Alexandre Tokovinine a Maya 
epigrapher at Harvard Uni¬ 
versity. 

The frieze depicts thee 
human figures wearing elabo¬ 
rate bud headdresses and jade 
jewelry. They are seated cross- 
legged over the head of a 
Maya mountain spiiit. A car¬ 
touche on their headdresses 
identifies each of them by 
name. The central figure's 
name is the only readable one 
Och Chan Yopaat meaning 
"the storm god enters the sky."

President Barack Obama said 
Friday he was against a boy¬ 
cott of Russia's Winter 
Olympics next year over a 
controversial new law banning 
"homosexual propaganda" 

U I want to just make very 
dear right now; I do not think 
it's appropriate to boycott the 
Olympics," Obama said at a 
rate White House news confer¬ 


ence. 

Russia's President Vladimir 
Putin signed die 1 awm June as 
part of a wider political crack¬ 
down, to the consternation of 
gay rights activists around die 
world, some of whom called 
for a boycott 

"Nobody's more offended 
than me by some of the anti- 
gay and lesbian legislation that 
you've been seeingm Russia," 
Obama said 

"One of die things I'm really 
looking forward to is maybe 
some guy and lesbian athletes 
bringing home die gold, silver 
or bronze, which would I think 
go a long way in rejecting die 
kind o f attitudes that we're see¬ 
ing diere " 

Last month, US Senator 
Lindsey Graham said he 
thought the United States 
should consider a boycott of 
next Febrtiaiy's Sochi Games 
if Russia were to grant intelli¬ 
gence leaker Edward Snowden 
asylum. 

Moscow has since granted 
the 30-year-old one-year safe 
haven, resulting in a cliili m 
US -Russian relations. 

Hie call was rejected by die 
US Olympic Committee.
